From a realisation of how much 
work many a voung wife finds for her hand to do in her 
own home, to a proposal to forbid her from doing any 
thing else, seems to some people an obvious and sensible 
step The London County Council, deciding to employ 
several women doctors, has just annexed their celibacy 
to its other demands; and the Civil Service Commission's 
Majority Keport in like manner advises that no married 
women shall be employed in Government ofhces There 
has been in London a steady effort, all through the forty 
years of State-paid education, to exclude married women 
teachers from all posts. Here, at least, experience has 
accumulated, and it is an undeniable fact that many of 
the best school-mistresses have been wives. 


It seems to me that there should be no law on this 
point. If a woman in any employment is frequently ill 
from any cause, she is an undesirable employée, and 
should be discharged by a public body, in the public 
interests, as she would be by a private employer. But 
apart from that, I think that it should be left to a 
woman's private judgment whether she resigns her out- 
door work on marriage fo say that a woman who has 
spe nt vears of sernous, even severe, effort on acquiring 
special knowledge and obtaining certificates to qualify 
her legally for using it-— such as a doctor or a teacher, for 
exampleis necessarily to find that knowledge rendered 


useless, and those laborious years of preparation stultified 
merely because she marries, is surely absurd and without 
justification Many women wil always preter to give up 
uitside occupation on marnage this fact causes already 


in incalculable loss of social power and waste of training 
I do not mean that such a course ts, therefore, wholly to 
be objected to, there is a vast deal to be said in favour 


of making matronage (fhe profession for it will occupy 
all the time and available strength of a wife very worthily 
Im many cases But | urge that it should be left to the 
ypption of the woman worker herself fo many, the
